And this doctrine did thoſe auncient Fas 
thers of ſound iudgment diligently teach, 
and beate into mens cares, Contrari⸗ 
wile, good Angels beeing co2roborate oz 
ſtrengthened by the Sonne of God, tho⸗ 
rowe his holy ſpirit continued ſtill in oz 
bedience and were confirmed, that ſo the 
Sonne of God might continne and abide 
their Loꝛd and head.

lie diſdaine vs to liue, euen a very mo⸗ 
ment of this co2pozall lpfe. Parke dilt- 
gently and beholdc a man ſo puffcd vppe 
and enfamed with vnſkated wzath, ſo be⸗ 
ſotted and blinded with frrie, that hee 
bluſtereth out nothing but the deſtructi⸗ 
on of his neighboꝛ, thirſteth ſoz his blood, 
and endeuoureth to take away his lyfe, 
yea,thareto with a great aſſault ruſheth 
vppon him. Now if one might beholde in 
any one man all the outragious , cruell,

and pꝛactiſes of all men in the wozld, like

of him: but onely as pou would ſay a ve⸗ 
ry little ſhaddow of him. Fo: all the wiſe 
dome, craft, power, ſtrength, councell, 
ſtudie, all the cankered and malicious 
hatred, enuie and w2ath pzoceeding euen 


krom moſt wicked. deſperat, and extreame 


malice and miſchiefe in all men, are ne⸗ 
thing in compariſon of ſathan. lob ſayth 
in his 41, Chap. There is no power vpon 
earth, which may be compared vnto him. 
For fo is hee made, that hee feareth no 
man. |

and of infinite and hozrible cozruption, 
except he abide firme in Gods trueth, and 
if her fall away from due obedience vnto 
GO D. 

Nowe let vs heare howe at the begin⸗ 
ning her by and by extended that ſame his 
deadly and blody minde, together with 
his deccites and lyes againſt vs. Pee ſo 
ſeduced Eua, that ſame firſt Mother of vs

12 
the wozld vntill the dapes of Noah, hee 
ſeduced, cozrupted , and beſotted man⸗ 
kinde with ſo hozrible, ſo manifold falſe- 
hoodes, deuiliſh deceites and crro2s, (as 
Moſes witneſſeth in the 6, of Gene.) that 
All the earth was wicked and corrupt in 
the ſight of God, and was filled with ini-

niall fidelity,and pꝛocure diuoꝛtement of 
themſclucs,o2 elſe paſſe ouer al the whole 
time of their wedlocke, in this bitternes, 
diſſention,⁊ vexation of minds: ſomtimes 
hee caſteth downe the huſband, and ſome⸗ 
times the wife, into the ſinne of adultery. 

In Citties and townes hee hath rayſed 
dis power to me ue ſeditions and tumults 
amongſt Subicccs againſt theyꝛ Pagi⸗ 
rates, Did he not till within theſe fewe 
Monethes, foꝛ the ſpace of ry. yceres be- 
foe , pꝛocure the bꝛoile of that baſe and 
ruſticall ſoꝛte, that cuen at one time al- 
moſt, thoſe ſedicious perſons in Algauia, 
in Acromo, & thoſe Which inhabited vn⸗ 
to the wad Hircinia, ag alſo they in Swe- 
den, in Alſatia, tn Briſgoia, in Francia, in 
Thuringia, in Saxony, and other places, 
dyd riſe vp againſt they: oꝛdinary power 
of gouernment 2 Jn the Church he ſow⸗ 
eth his (e&de,he ſendeth fozth peruerſe, er⸗ 
ronious, ſatanitcall, and beſotted perſons,

ons: which may ſeduce the rude mindes 
of vnſ kilful common people, and pꝛocure 
greenous offences,cucn as Chꝛiſt deſcri⸗ 
| beth him, Math 13. when the Goſpell is

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titude and gratitude of minds as if ought miſchief. 
to be, then caſilyand fozthwith he is able 
to plucke and rote out of our harts, that 
wholeſome ſeede of the Goſpell, that men 
ſhoulde not belœue the ſame and obtaine 
ſaluation: lpke as Chꝛiſt himſelfe teas 
| chethin 8. Luke, of the ſede falling neere 
| vnto the hte-way. He is able to entangle 
and dꝛawe the quite awap, into the com⸗ 
pany of lewde perſons, which when they 
1 haue defiled thee with they2 diſeaſe, are as 
ble with their infection ſo to cozrupt thee, 

that there ſhall neuer be any hope of recos 
uerie in thee afterward, and that all thys 
labour ſhall bee loſt in the twinckling ol 
an epe: pea, all diligent carefulneſſe and 
 carefull diligence, which parents beſtowe 
and imploy vpon their childzen, in bꝛing⸗ 
ing them vp, inſtructing and infozming 
them, is all to no purpoſe . By like cogi⸗ 
tation, ſayth the verity in lohn. 13. dyd 
the deuill put into the hart of Iudas, to 
betray

betray his Maiſter Chꝛiſt. 
This ought we rightly and diligentlie 
fo conſider,and not ſlender ly to rogarde: 
that ſathan is ſo neere man, that in each 
place dꝛawing neere vs, yea cuery where 
lapeth hee ſnares fo2 vs, watcheth each 
where, and is ready to all occaſtons, that 
with ſo great power, ſuch craftineſſe, fo 
wonderfull, ſo ſubtil, and ſo wilp deceites 
oz illuſions, he is able to calf me ſeduced, 
headlong into ſinnes: and when he hath 
once polſeſſed his hart, and infected it with 
one miſchiefe oꝛ other, hee is able out ot 
one miſchiefe, to caſt the ſame perſon into 
another, farre moze gruous, moꝛe hoꝛri⸗ 
ble, and mo2e wonderfull.

Foz, they are oftentimes hindered and 
foze-llewed, eyther in pꝛeaching, oꝛ in 
w2yting, eyther in reading, oz in pꝛap⸗ 
ing, and in other good and holy wozkes. 
The which thing Saint Paule himſelfe 
confeſſeth, 1.

Comes it not oftentimes to paſſe, that 
when we are pꝛepared vnto pꝛaper, 02 
vnto due giuing of thankes fo God, fo2 
his ineſtimable and innumerable benefits 
and gifts beſtowed vppon vs, oz adꝛeſſe 
our ſelues to reade the holy Scriptures,

Like as we ſee in the miniſterp of p pꝛo- 
phet Eliſeus, When the king of Siria had 
with his hoaſt beſeeged the citty Dothan, 
beeing readie to take Eliſeus captiue, the 
ſeruant of Eliſeus ſaw the cittie beſet with 
enemies, ſaying: Alac, alac, alac good mai- 
ſter, what ſhal we do ? but he aunſwered, 
Be not afrayde, for there| are more with 
vs, than with them. And when Eliſeus 
had prayed, he faide, O Lorde open the 
eyes of this child, that he may fee. And the 
Lord opned the childes eies, & he ſaw,and 
behold the hill was full of horſes & fierie 
Chariots round about the place where E- 
liſeus was. Theſe 
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Theſe Angels were pꝛotectoꝛs and ſaue⸗ 

garders of the men, which ſerued the pꝛo⸗ 

phet, and they pꝛeſerued hym from the 

enemie, G O D ſo commaunding them.

vnequall, and of power moze feble in re - 
ſpect of the Ring of Aſliria, but neuerthe- 
leſſe, pet he delivered his people from all 
violence and inturte : foꝛ God ſent bys 
holy Angel, which in one night, llewe the 
whole multitude of men, the hoſt of Te- 
nacherib: ſo that in the moꝛning carliy,all 
places were full of deade bodies, as it aps 
pearcth 4 Regum 19. And what inturies 
and calamities, would not that moſt peſ- 
tilent enimie bꝛing as wel vnto mathers 
as intfants, but that god Angels pꝛeſcr⸗

And 
therfoꝛe in cucry plate alfo, when we are 
by our ſelues, and without moderatozs, 
it becommeth vs to be chaſte, ſhamefaſt, 
and modeſt, as wel in woꝛds as geſtures, 
in honoꝛ of thoſe god Angels, that we ol⸗ 
fend them not: as Paule, 1. Cor. 11, teach ⸗ 
eth, that women ſhould haue their heads 
couered, and cloſely attired in the church, 
by reaſon of the Angels, w.. :h are enioy- 
ned and gyuen vnto vs, that they may al- 
waics and in all places gouerne vs, comfort

The Angel ſhewed lo- 
ſeph in hys fleepe, that Mary ſhould bee 5 
with Childe, not by man, but by opera» angel. 
tion and power of the holie Ghoſt,and re⸗ 
uealed the Childes name alſo , which 
ſhould be giuen him, viz. Ieſus Alſo Mar. 
2. The Angel againe warneth Ioſeph, to 
flie with the Childe and his Mother into 
Egipt. And when Herod was deade, the

22. when 
Chꝛiſt was vppon the Mount Oliuet, in 
Luke 23. great anguiſh fo2 our ſake, the Angels 
appeared vnto him, chering and comfo2s 
Angels ting him, In Geneſis. 19. Two Angelles 
9% bought Lot out of Sodom, to the end that 
len 4 he ſhould not be burnt with thoſe wicked 
gels. and vngodiy perſons. In Acts. 0. The 
Conduk, Angell ot God ſignified vnto Cornelius, 
touching Gods grace and fauoꝛ, and bids 
him ſend foꝛ Peter ont of Toppa. Luke, 6. 
Lazarus. The holp Angels looked fo2 the ſoule of 
Lazarus, and taried the fame (paſſing out 
of his body) into Abrahams boſome. 
Undoubtedlyp, this is a faithfull defence 
and diligent keeping, that the holp An⸗ 
gels, both in our liſe, and at our death, are 
ſo diligently pꝛeſent with vs, and do alſo 
cary away our ſoules vnto they? reſt. 
Acgaine, in the laſt day ſhall Angelles 
Angels at come, with a great ſounde of the trompe,

In the Popedome (as we knowe) that is 
obſerued,and peculier temples 62 Chur- 
ches are alſo builded fo2 them , and dedi- 
tated vnto them, But thts honour was 
both vnp2ofitable and vngodly, inſtituted 
and deuiſed by mans meere election and 
good intention, 

The Scripture teacheth vs , that wee 
mult not repoſe our hope and confidence 
vpon any other, but vpon one onelie and 
true God, and that he is onely to be called 
vpon in neceſſities, as inded the true and 
moſt aſſured helper in all euilles, like as 
we learne in the firſt and ſecond comman⸗ 


dement. And the Scripture ſayth, lere- 
mie, 17. Chap. That hee is bleſſed which
